This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a) (2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CRF 
1.821 through 1 .825 because the provided computer readable form (CRF) of the Sequence Lising processed by the Office's Scientific 
and Technical Information Center on 10/8/1999 is not identical to the Paper Listing provided. For example, under numerical heading 
<160> in the CRF is "Number of SEQ ID NOs: 37", but in the Paper Listing is "1079". Thus, a new CRF and a statement under 37 
CFR 1.821 (f) are still required. Failure to respond to this requirement may result in abandonment of the instant application. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete 
response, applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, or as extended as follows.
